EAST  KENT  (No.  1)  UNCTED  DISTRICTS^ 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  East  Kent  (No,  1) 
United  District  was  dissolved  by  an  Order  made  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  dated  13th  December,  1951,  The  United 
District  comprised  the  following 

The  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter Urban  District; 

The  Heme  Bay  Urban  District;  and 

The  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. 

The  area  of  the  United  District  at  the  time  of  the  dis- 
solution was  67,943f  acres,  including  inland  and  tidal 
waters;  and  the  population  was  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  to  be  52,740. 

At  this  stage,  therefore,  it  is  of  interest  to  trace 
the  changes  made  since  the  East  Kent  (No,  1)  United  Dist- 
rict was  formed  by  an  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
dated  26th  May,  1920;  the  following  districts  were  in- 
cluded 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter*s; 

The  Urban  District  of  Heme  Bay; 

The  Rural  District  of  the  Isle  of  Thahet;  and 

The  Rural  District  of  Blean, 

This  area  was  about  18  miles  in  length,  with  an  average 
width  of  about  4 miles,  and  was  bounded  on  the  north  sind 
east  by  the  sea,  on  the  south  by  the  River  Stour  and  ad- 
jacent marshes,  and  on  the  west  by  the  boundary  of  the 
Paversham  Rural  District.  The  Registrar-General » s esti- 
mated population  at  that  time  was  33,467, 

By  an  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  dated  2nd 
March,  1934,  the  Brldge-Blean  Rural  District  came  into 
existence  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  and  was  substituted 
for  the  Rural  District  of  Blean  as  a constituent  Author- 
ity of  the  United  District,  which  then  comprised :- 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter* s; 

The  Urban  District  of  Herne  Bay; 

The  Rural  District  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet;  and 

The  Rural  District  of  Bridge-Blean, 
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The  estimated  population  of  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
new  combined  area  was  given  as  52,922,  and  the  District 
was  then  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Borough  of  Margate, 
the  Urban  District  of  Whit  stable  and  by  the  sea;  on  the 
south  by  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate,  the  River  Stour  and 
adjacent  marshes,  the  Rural  District  of  Dover  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Elham;  on  the  east  by  the  Rural  Dist- 
rict of  Eastry  and  the  Rural  District  of  Dover  and  by  the 
sea;  and  on  the  west  by  the  Rural  District  of  Paver  sham 
and  the  Rural  District  of  Ashford;  the  area  being  approxi- 
mately 85,800  acres. 


Then  by  an  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  dated  21st 
February,  1935,  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Rural  District  ceased 
to  exist  as  such,  and  in  consequence  the  United  District 
was  correspondingly  reduced  in  size  and  population,  the 
estimate  of  the  latter  being  given  by  the  Registrar-General 
as  44,300.

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1951, 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District  have  again 
been  satisfactory,  indicating  that  the  health  of  the  popu- 
lation has  been  well  maintained.  The  Birth  Rate  during 
1951  was  13.73:  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  Country  was 

15.5  so  that  the  Broadstalrs  rate  is  appreciably  lower 
than  the  National  rate.  The  Death  Rate  during  1951  was 
12.0  compared  with  12.5  for  the  whole  Country. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  27,78  compared  with 

29.6  for  the  whole  Country  and  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths . 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  fewer  in  number  and 
were  chiefly  accounted  for  by  epidemics  of  Chickenpox  and 
Measles . 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  was  well  maintained 
and  this  disease  is  now  kept  in  check.  It  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasized  that  it  is  only  by  immunizing  the 
great  majority  of  children  that  Diphtheria  can  be  kept 
\mder  control. 

The  town  was  fortunate  in  not  having  any  outbreak  of 
Infantile  Paralysis. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  able  again  to  report 
an  improvement  in  the  results  of  analyses  of  Ice  Cream, 

Ice  Cream  is  more  popular  than  ever  and  it  is  satisfactory 
that  it  is  sold  in  such  a pure  state.  Out  of  48  samples 
only  one  was  found  to  be  Grade  IV,  whereas  34  were  Grade  I 
and  10  Grade  II. 
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Of  85  samples  of  Milk  only  2:^  failed  to  pass  the  tests 
for  efficient  pasteurization. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  a total  of  100  houses 
were  completed  for  occupation  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement,  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  the  Chief  Clerk  and  all  Members  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  devotion  to  duty  at  all  times 
during  the  year.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter’s  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  and  is  sur- 
rounded on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famous  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate  and  on  the  south  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  Interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  climate  is 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  des- 
cribed as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of 
these  are  employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apart- 
ment houses  during  the  summer  months,  or  are  engaged  in 
occupations  connected  with  the  stay  in  the  district  of 
numerous  visitors.  With  the  ad«ent  of  the  visitors,  the 
summer  population  may  be  said  to  be  double  the  winter 
population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and 
the  principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs 
of  the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  town’s  Education  sind 
Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Electricity,  Gas,  Water, 
Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government  and  Postal  Services), 
there  are  some  100  Factories,  Workshops  and  Garages  in 
the  Urban  District,  which  provide  stable  employment  for 
a section  of  the  community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the 
holiday  Industry;  these  include  premises  used  for  the 
Building  trade,  and  for  the  development  of  light  indus- 
tries, a start  having  been  made  in  surgical  instrument- 
making,  and  the  plastic  and  clothing  trades. 

Included  in  the  above  figure  too,  are  premises  in  a 
growing  ‘'Light  Industrial”  area  situated  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  town. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  there  are  four  Schools  under 
this  Authority. 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

There  are  some  eight  farms  in  the  Urban  District, 
and  many  more  in  the  surrounding  neighbourhood,  which 
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provide  employment  for  those  Interested  In  agricultural 
pursuits. 


Climatology.

AS  PROVIDED  BY  THE  KENT  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 


Laboratory  Facilities* 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone. A few  clinical  investigations,  secondary  to  the 
acceptance  of  candidates  for  superannuation  “under  the 
Broadstalrs  and  St.  Peter *s  Urban  District  Council  were 
carried  out  at  Margate. 


Ambulsince  Facilities. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  1951  the  Service 
continued  to  operate  according  to  the  arrangements  made 
In  1950,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  acting  as  agents 
for  the  County  Coimcll  in  the  removal  of  both  infectious 
and  non- infectious  cases. 

From  the  1st  October,  however,  the  Ambulance  Station 
at  Northdown  Road,  St.  Peter ^s  (Telephone  - Thane t 61461/2) 
was  entirely  taken  over  and  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council,  this  Station  covering  the  whole  of  the  Thanet 
area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to 
location  of  requirement)  are  Whltstable,  Canterbury  and 
Deal. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  free  by  the 
County  Council,  and  except  In  case  of  emergency  and  acci- 
dent, patients  can  only  be  attended  when  the  nurse  has 
been  requested  to  do  so  by  a doctor.  The  Home  Nurses 
appointed  for  the  Urban  District  are  - 
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Nurse  E.  V.  Wallington  (Resigned  during  1951); 
Nurse  I.  Oram;  and 
Nurse  G.  W.  Newman. 


Domestic  Help  Service. 


A Domestic  Help  Service  Is  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  for  assisting  the  sick,  aged  and  infirm,  in  cases 
of  urgent  need.  The  Area  Organizer,  Mrs.  Heyes,  has  an 
office  In  the  Health  Department,  at  34,  Grosvenor  Hlace, 
Margate.  Mrs.  Heyes  attends  at  the  Broadstalrs  K.u.o. 
Clinic  each  Thursday  at  10-  0 a.m.  to  interview  Broadstalrs 
residents  who  are  unable  to  contact  her  at  Margate.

There 
is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink,  and  a hot  and  cold  water 
supply.  The  lower  portion  of  the  walls  is  lined  with  white 
glazed  tiles.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  has  a concrete  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained.  A 
complete  set  of  Surgeon *s  equipment  is  available  for  the 
purposes  of  post  mortem  examinations. 

The  Mortuary  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief

The  energetic  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  in 
previous  years  continued  along  the  latest  scientific  lines 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling-houses  (except 
in  cases  of  obvious  neglect) , and  business  premises  are 
charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  Infestation  and  the 
time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely  known  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it  by  householders.

Scarlet  Fever;  Two  oases  were  notified  during  the  first 

quarter  of  the  year,  nine  in  the  second, 
eight  in  the  third  and  ten  in  the  last 
quarter.  Twenty-five  of  the  patients,  including  one  visi- 
tor to  the  town,  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hos- 
pital for  treatment,  three  were  Isolated  and  treated  at 
home,  and  one  (a  visitor)  was  removed  home  by  private  oar. 
Six  children  under  school  age,  21  school  children  and  two 
adults  were  affected.  One  of  the  adults  was  a nurse  who 
was  on  duty  in  the  same  ward  as  a boy  patient  from  one  of 
the  Convalescent  Homes. 
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Whooping  Gou^:  The  main  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  occur- 
red during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
when  43  cases  were  notified;  then  28  in 
the  second  quarter,  10  in  the  third  and  five  in  the  December 
quarter,  the  last  notification  being  received  on  the  15th 
December,  which  apparently  brought  the  outbreak  to  a close, 
as  up  to  the  end  of  February,  1952,  no  further  notifications 
were  received.  Forty- six  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  34 
families,  five  of  these  being  visitors  to  the  town  who  had 
probably  contracted  the  disease  before  arrival.  Twenty- 
eight  children  under  school  age,  53  school  children  and 
five  adults  were  affected.  Six  patients  from  three  Boarding 
Schools,  two  from  two  Children *s  Convalescent  Homes  and  one 
adult  from  a private  family,  were  removed  to  the  Haine  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  treatm.ent. 

Diphtheria;  This  patient  was  a school  boy  of  eight 

years  of  age,wwho  commenced  to  be  ill  on 
24th  November,  was  seen  by  his  Doctor  on 
the  26th  and  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  on  the 
30th;  he  was  discharged  on  the  11th  Decerriber.  It  was  ascer- 
tained that  the  boy  had  been  immunized  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  some  three  years  ago,  before  starting  school.  The 
source  of  infection  in  this  case  could  not  be  traced  and 
there  was  no  further  spread  of  the  disease.  This  is  the 

only  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Urban  District  since  February. 
1949. 


Measles ; The  Measles  outbreak  commenced  towards  the
